NEW ORDINANCES.

called a misdemeanor ordinance. 
It 


stipulates all the misdemeanors in-

One new section prohibits 


people

places, or from congregating in halls 
and doorways of biddings, so as to 
obstruct free entry and egress. An- 
other makes it unlawful for any one 
to break through a funeral proces- 
sion, and another prohibits boys or 
others from Jumping on wagons or 
other vehicles in the streets. There 
is a section making it obligatory on 
contractors and builders to see that 
scaffoldings on which men work are 
securely constructed 
and fastened. 


Other sections prohibit 
throwing 


stones, throwing bills or circulars 
in the streets, and other small acts 
are made offenses, punishable by a 
fine.

The vague and va- 
ried estimates of the Boer losses and 
the absence of anything official on 
the subject are also arousing- mis- 
givings as to whether the beaten en- 
emy suffered propoitionately to the 
disastrous losses of the victors. 


DISQUIETING HUMOR. 


One of the most disquieting stories 


comes from Ladysmith. It if to tlie 
effect that an Englishman who ar- 
rived there from Dundee on Sunday 
evening, after escaping through the 
Boei lines on the previous nigM, it- 
ported that the enemy was ther. shell- 
ing the camp and town with heavy 
guns, while the shells of the British 
were unable to reach the enemy's 
batteries.

French fleet to the Levant coincides 
with the circulation of a rumor that 
the Russian advance may be resumed 
in Asia while England is preoccu- 
pied at war in South Africa.

This was that 
England, in return for a free hand 
in South Africa, in settling the 
Transvaal question, had agieed not 
to make a hostile use of her fleet if 
the German emperor were to decide 
to follow up his visit to Jerusalem 
with a serious attempt to colonize 
any portion of Asia Minor and to 
bring it under German influence.

heard. Denials may be expected as 
a matter of course, but I do not hes- 
itate to repeat on high authority 
that the British navy will not be 
used against Germany in the Levant, 
and that this is the secret under- 
standing which has released England 
from all risk of German intervention 
in South Afiica. 


Ceitainly, Germany is not the 


quaiter from which England 
has 


suspected that some sudden attack 
might be made, and consequently 
has ordered preparations for war on 
a larger scale than the campaign 
with the Dutch burghers has justi- 
fied. 


The channel squadron will not sail

The relations 
of England and Germany are most 
cordial, and the emperor's visit next 
month is a plain indication that for 
practical reasons he is reconciled to 
a policy which enables the Biitish 
government to reconstiuct the Dutch 
lepublics and to bring them under 
the authority of the crown.

CARE OF THE LARDER. 


How to I'riu'ttce Kconomy and Oritei 


In the KlU-lii-n. 


Nothing, of course, should on any ac 


connt be left in a saucepan, as the 
con- 


sequences from this might be very dis- 
astrous. Soup flavored with vegetables 
mnst be boiled up nearly every other 
day in winter and every day in sum- 
mer. 
If there is any donbt of its keep- 


ing properly, boil it down for glaze, 
which will keep for months, and use it 
for ornamenting dishes, etc. It should 
be kept in ;i jar, which should be placed 
in boiling water when required to be 
melted for rise. 


There should be two largo pans of fat 


always kept in tlie lurder. one reserved 
exclusively for frying tish and labeled 
to that effect and the other for frying 
potatoes, rissoles, etc. Tin- mistress on 
her matutinal visit to the larder should 
see that these are, strained after vise, oc- 
casionally clarified when necessary and 
replenished from time to time. It is ad- 
visable that the housekeeper should her- 
self superintend the rendering and clar- 
ifying of the dripping from the joints 
The process is qnite simple. Remove 
any deposit of gravy which will be 
found at the bottom of the basin of 
dripping tin; day after the joint has 
been roasted. Break the dripping up 
and let it melt in a sancepan over the 
fire. Then pour tho hot fat into a basin 
and add to it gradually an equal quan- 
tity of boiling water. Let it stand un- 
til the fat is set, when the water and 
dirty sediment will settle at the bottom 
of the basin. Remove the dripping in 
one piece, scrape the underside and dry 
it well in ;* cloth, and it will be readv 
for nse. 


Any bits of fat trimmed from joints, 


the trimmings of cutlets, the end of 
chops, etc.. should till be collected by 
the careful housekeeper, placed in an 
old tin and melted down in a clow oven. 
The superfluous fat from a joint which 
has been reduced to a inince or hasli 
should be treated in the same way. 
The 


fat from the top of soup, boiled meat, 
etc.. will be found most excellent for 
frying small things and should always 
be carefully saved. Such fat gains an 
agreeable flavor from the meat am 
vegetables of the broth. 


Bacon or ham fat should always he 


kept in a separate jar. It is so nsefn 
for cooking purposes, and when ren 
dered down and clarified it will tw 
found excellent for the crust of n steak 
pie. 
The cook should be carefully tangbt 


to keep the different kinds of fat in sep- 
arate basins or jars and to remember 
what each has been used for, as some- 
times one kind of fct will answer better 
for a certain pnrpote than another.

The cars were almost totally wiecked 
and the engine was stripped of cab 
and trimmings and thrown in the 
ditch, carrying those of its occupants 
who were unable to jump with hei 
Engineer Bickle, who was at the 
throttle, and Fireman W. A. Brum- 
field jumped and escaped serious in- 
jury, but 0. 1). Mosher, a recently 
hired engineer, who was out ' learn- 
ing the road," was unable to get out 
of the cab and he was crushed in ths 
wreck and instantly killed. Both of 
his legs were cut off, his righ< arm 
torn from the socket and his body 
badly mangled.

Brumfleld sustained only some con- 
tusions and scratches that will not 
incapacitate him only for a few days.

DAMAGES ARE $150,000. 


Washington. Oct. 24.—The claims 


originated in the seizure by the Rus- 
sian authorities off the coast of Si- 
beria of three American sailing ves- 
sels, and the damages claimed ag- 
gregate about $150,000. The vessels 
were the James Hamilton Lewis, the 
Cape Horn Pigeon and the 
C. 
H. 


White. In each case the largest item 
of the claim is on account of the suf- 
ferings of the American officers and 
crew while under arrest. The cases 
difi'er from those claims presented by 
British sealers which were settled by 
the Bering sea arbitration in the facl 
that, while the British vessels were 
seized by the American revenue cut- 
ters on what arbitration declared to 
be the high seas, the Russian men- 
of-war seized these American sealers 
within seven miles of the 
Asiati 


coast. 


It is a matter of interest that foi 


the first time the Russian govern- 
ment contends that marine jurisdic- 
tion extends at least this distance 
from the shore line, instead of being 
limited to n marine league, as laid 
down by the older writers on inter- 
national laws. The league was fixed 
originally because it represented the 
extreme distance from the shore that 
a shot could be thrown by one of the 
old cannon used in coast defense, and 
the Russians hold that the 
limit 


should be extended to 
correspond 


to the increased range of

ordnance.

CANADA'S FINAL PROPOSITION

SETTLEMENT. 


Fifty Years' Occupancy Conclusive 


Evidence

Wants a Seaport. 


London, Oct. 84.—-The Associated 


Press is enabled to give authorita- 
tively Canada's final proposition for 
a permanent settlement of the Alas- 
ta dispute. 
It is very 
different 


from her former demands and was 
delivered to United States Ambassa- 
dor Choate by the Canadian minis- 
ter of marine and fisheries, Sir Louis 
Henry Da vies, late the night before 
the latter sailed, and dispatched to- 
day to Washington by the officials 
of the United States embassy. 


It is as follows: 
That the boun- 


dary line be arbitrated upon terms 
similar to those proposed by the 
United States and Great Britain ovei 
Venezuela, particularly those pro- 
visions making: fifty years 
occu 


pancy by either side conclusive evi- 
dence of title, occupancy of less than 
that period to be taken as equity 
allows under international law. 


That, as a condition precedent to 


md absolutely preliminary to arbi- 
tration, Skagway and Dyca will be 
:oncedcd to the United States with- 
out further claim if Canada receives 
Pyramid Harbor.. 


In other words, Canada gives up 


much of the disputed gold country 
in return for a seaport, hut stipu- 
lates that she must get the latter be- 
fore she agrees to arbitrate the 
boundary line.

casionally clarified when necessary ami 
replenished from time to time. It in ad- 


isahle that the housekeeper should her- 


self superintend the rendering and clar- 
ify ing of the dripping from the .-joints. 
Tho process is quite simple. Remove 
any deposit of gravy which will he 
found at the liottom of the basiii of 
dripping tin; day after the joint lias 
been roasted. Break the dripping yip 
mid let it melt in a saucepan over thy 
fire. Then pour tlio hot fat into a basii 
and add to it gradually an equal qnan 
tity of boiling water. Let it stand un 
til the fat is set, when the water and 
dirty sediment will settle at; the button 
of the basin. Remove the dripping in 
one piece, scrape the underside, and dry 
it well in a. cloth, and it will bo ready 
for use. 


Any bits of fat trimmed from joints, 


tho trimmings of cntlets. tho end of 
chops, etc.. should all bo collected bj 
tho careful housekeeper, placed in an 
old tin aud melted down in a slow oven. 
The superfluous fat from n joint whicli 
has been reduced to a mince or haali 
should bo treated in the same way. Tlit 
fat from the top of soup, boiled meat, 
etc., will bo found most excellent, foi 
frying small things and shonld always, 
ho carefnlly saved. Snch fat gains ai 
agreeable flavor from the meat am 
vegetables of tho broth. 


Bacon or ham fat shonld always h( 


kept in a separate jar. It is HO usefn' 
for cooking purposes, and when ren 
dercd down and clarified it, will bi 
found excellent for tho crust of a steal 
pie, Tho cook shonld be carof njly laugh 
to keep the different kinds of fat in sop 
arate basins or jars aud to remember 
what each has been used for, as some 
times one kind of fnt will answer bette: 
for a certain purpose than another.

IN THE WRECK. 


A terrible accident occurred on the 


Wabash road, four or five miles from 
tho city of Wabash, .a$ 7:30 o'clock 
last night ^While eastbound freight 
train No. 7$ was climbing-a hill, she 
broke in two anS thirteen of t!,o cars 
started backwards at a fearful speed 
On a heavy, curve they collided with 
fast freight train No. 91. which was 
also running at n high rate of speed. 
The cars were almost totally wrecked 
and the engine was stripped of cnb 
and trimmings and thrown in the 
ditch, carrying- those of its occupants 
who were unable to jump with hei 
Engineer Sickle, who was at the 
throttle, and Fireman W. A. Brum- 
field jumped and escaped serious in- 
jury, but O. I). Mosher, a recently 
hired engineer, who was out "learn- 
ing the road," was unable to get out 
of the cab and he was crushed in tha 
wreck and instantly killed. Both oE 
his legs were cut off, his right arm 
torn from the socket and his body 
badly mangled. Engineer BJckle'e 
injuries 
consisted 
chiefly 
of

sprained 
ankle, 
while 
Fireman 


Brumfleid sustained only some con- 
tusions and scratches that will not 
incapacitate him only for a few days. 
Head Brakeman Reynolds was also 
painfully, though not seriously, in- 
jured. 
Excepting Mr. 
Brumfleld 


none of the unfortunate men reside in 
Port Wayne. 
He lives here, how- 


ever, with his wife nnd mother-in- 
law, Mrs. McNuU. of 131 Lafayette 
street. Mr. Mosher, tho dead engi- 
neer, is a resident of Kentucky and 
was formerly employed on the Cin- 
cinnati Southern road. He was i.n 
this city for examninatlou one day 
last week. 
The unlucky engine is 


the No. 772,one of the big Richmond 
moguls, recently put into service by 
the company. It is. badly damaged 
and will have to be practically re- 
built. 
* The cars are also badly 


wrecked, many of them being almost 
completely demolished and beyond 
repair. They were loaded with gro- 
ceries, clothing and other mcrchan 
disc, of that class,which is also more 
or less damaged. The wreck crews 
nnd all section men on that part of 
the line were called to the scene and 
worked all night in clearing the 
tracks of the wreckage. In the mean- 
time trains were sent around the 
wreck by way of the Eric and the 
Eel River roads.

WAR INCREASES TRADE. 


The war in the Transvaal promises

Last Saturday the British govern- 
ment 
placed 
orders with western 


packing companies for 5,000,000 
pounds of the best canned beef. This 
beef must be delivered at New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore as quick- 
ly as possible, and the railroads will 
have many extra meat trains during 
the next two weeks. 
The packers 


want to have this meat carried over 
the roads as fast as steam will carry 
it, and the contracts will be awarded 
to the road which agrees to make the 
fastest time. 
Other supplies are to 


be rushed through 
for the British 


army, and efforts will be made to 
break records in packing and trans- 
porting the meat. 


HISTORIC LOCOMOTIVES. 


Among the 763 locomotives owned 


by the Illinois 
Central are 
three 


which were built between 1354 and 
1850—or perhaps forty-five years ago 
—and are still in useful 
service. 


There are twenty-four others whose 
ages run from twenty-three to thir- 
ty-two years, and forty-three which 
date back from eighteen to twenty- 
two years. 
But these are unusual 


examples of locomotive longevity, 
surviving while many younger en- 
gines have passed to the scrap heap. 


A PROSPEROUS YEAR. 


The annual statement of the con- 


dition of the Pennsylvania Volun- 
tary Relief association for the fiscal 
year just closed shows n gratifying 
growth in membership. At the close 
of the year there were 16,801 mem- 
bers, a net increase during the year 
of 346. The daily average of dis-
